"Certainly there is something the 


matter with our 
government when 


there Is such a plenty of farm pro- 
ducts and raw materials, and so much 
want among those who buy and need 
finished products,", said Atkins. "But 
when we speak of our government, we 
must rou lido that, each man forms ti 
part of our citizenship, good or tad. 
The purpose of government, is of 
course, 'equal 
rights of life, liberty 


and the pursuit of happiness,' but I 
doubt whether it can be permanently | 
maintained except through assump- 
tion by each of us of the duties of 
good citizenship." 


"A regular, audj( of each department 


of all branches of our governmental 
structure, and the proper moulding of 
public sentiment, are two things which, 
can hr.ing un end 
to many of our 


problems, once all of our people use 
their franchise. In time, our plan of 
government can .oven iron out some 
of the problems of our medium of ex- 
change which has brought about so 
much want when there Is so much 
abundance. Public sentiment is the 
agent which will bring about and 
nimntan good government. However, 
people who depend upon talk alone to 
correct the inequalities, arc not rend- 
ering the constructive service they 
should unless they express themselves 
With wisdom at the polls." 


"However, we recall that even Ab- 


faloin overthrew the kingdom of his 
lather David, in ancient times, with 
the cry to the individuals of the an- 
cient government of Jerusalem that 
'I will give you justice such as you 
uro not getting now' when King Dav- 
id actually had the most successful 
rcigh of all that era of civilization."

Disastrous Tornado 


Is Recalled Friday 


Friday wns the llth anniversary of 


the most disastrous tornado ever ex- 
perienced in this territory, 
which 


struck Hcmpslcad find several other 
Arkansas counties Friday, April 15, 
1921. 


More than 100 persons , were killed 


by tho twister, which started west of 
Tcxarhana and roared at nearly 200 
miles an hour in a northeasterly di- 
rection, f):ending iisclf after crossing 
the Arkansas river and killing one 
person in Yell county, 200 miles uwuy. 


Near Sprudell, Hunpstcad county, 


tho storm cut a p'4ln half a mile wide, 
Property damage in Hcmpstcaci' coun- 
ty amounted to around $100,000. 


Thirty-three deaths occurred among 


the people of Hempstcad county as 
the result of the tornado, 16 white 
persons- and 17 negroes. 


The storm performed1 a number of 


freakish antics, some of which were 
llie blowing of ten or u dozen rails 
from a fence, driving them partially 
into the ground and then breaking 
them off, cutting the tops off onions 
growing in gardens without damage to 
the roots and plants, completely blow- 
ing away a barn and leaving the mules 
complacently eating, earring a puppy 
a distance of 100 yards and depositing 
il in a thicket where it was found un- 
hurt—and many other curious hap- 
penings.

LITTLE .ROCK— Dwight H. Black- 


wood, chairman of the state High- 
way, Commission, told the Highwi 
Audit Commission Friday that t^ 
greater part of appro\mately $35,000 
in currency, included in the 562,000 de- 
posited by him in banks" at Little 'Rock 
and Osceola Irom January, 1927 to Sep- 
tember, >1931, represented cash he held 
in Atar^Sif^^mst^ittft 
came highway commissioner and col- 
lections' on debts owing to him at that 
time. 


He said he made apprpximately 


$35,000 a year out of the Mississippi 
county sheriffs office durng the six 
years he held that' office from 1919 
to 1925 and estimated that his farm- 
ing 'operations brought him an. addi- 
tional $5,000 a year. 


Mr. Blackwood' testified 
that he 


was worth $150,000 to 160,000 when he 
came' to Little Rock in 1926 to ac- 
cept an appointment by former Gov. 
Tom J. Terral as state treasurer. He 
said he had $50,000 or $60,000 in money 
and property valued at around $100,- 
000. 


Says Wealth lias Declined 


When asked by S. H. Mann of For- 


rest City, members of the Audit Com- 
mission, where the $50,000 or $60,000 
was deposited when he came to Little 
Rock, Mr. Blackwood said he did not 
have it on deposit but kept in in safe- 
ty boxes and deposited currency as he 
needed it for, checking purposes. He 
lutcr said he has used about all the 
money lie had on hand and estimated 
his wealth at approximately $50,000 
less than when he came to Little Rock.
